Ewart Schofield of ESA Treecare told The GEM 
that it had attracted a great deal of interest, and that 
a number of councillors were interested in keeping 
the tree stump there. 

He said that there will, of course, have to be the 
usual health and safety assesments made, but he was 
hopeful that it could remain there. 

Local crafters have been invited to put forward 
proposals to make use of suitable sections of wood 
that remain after the tree was cut down. 

The fungal infection that weakened the tree has, 
of course, made some wood unusable, but there are 
a number of plans that have been put forward for 
future uses for good quality wood.

THE VALE’S 
3.9% RISE IN 
COUNCIL TAX 


THE Vale Council cabinet has 
agreed to propose an increase of 
3.9 per cent in council tax for 
the year 2018/2019. 

The proposal will be made - and 
debated - at next week’s full council 
meeting where the final budget will be 
set. 

Cllr John Thomas, the Leader of the 
Council, explained that although the 
local authority aimed to make savings 
of over £6m, there would still be a need 
to raise more revenue locally. 

“With both the demand for our 
services and the cost of delivering them 
continuing to rise, the challenges of 
supporting those residents who rely on 
the council are more acute than ever. 

“The Vale Council has always 
received one of the lowest funding 
settlements in Wales from the Welsh 
Government and we have seen a real 
terms cut yet again in 2018. 

“This means that many of our 
important local services, 
including schools and 
education, are grossly 
underfunded compared to 
the rest of Wales. 

“Although we aim to 
make savings in excess of 
£6.2m over the course of 
the next financial year, 
this cut still leaves us 
with no alternative but to 
look to raise revenue 
locally. 

“We are proposing an 
increase of 3.9 per cent 
which equates to less 
than one pound per week 


for residents living in Band D 
properties. 

“This is not a decision that has been 
taken lightly and I am sure it will be the 
subject of healthy debate at next week’s 
meeting of full council. 

“Given the inequality in the way 
Welsh Government funds different local 
authorities, with the Vale of Glamorgan 
having suffered from year after year of 
underfunding, it is, I believe the best 
way of balancing the need to support 
vital local services, such as education 
and social care, with our desire to keep 
any increase as low as possible.” 

Proposed council tax rates for 
2018/19 are as follows: 

Band A £791.28; Band E £1,714.44: 
Band B £923.16; Band G £1,978.20 
Band C £1,055.04; Band H £2,373.84 
Band D £1,186.92; Band I £2.769.48 
Band E £1.450.68. 

These figures will be put to a vote as 
part of the council’s 2018/19 budget at a 
meeting of full council on Eebruary 28.

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'Politicians

1 WISH to reply to your unnamed 
correspondent in the letters page of 
February 15 and counter some of his 
or her assertions which appear to be 
made in defence of Aviva/Biomass. 

As the gasification plant on Barry docks is 
described as ‘novel technology’ this would mean it 
is not proven technology, and therefore not the 
best available technology. 

If your unnamed defender of this plant has 
worked on many plants how many are operating 
successfully? 

Avonmouth and two at Teeside are either closed 
or not operating at expected capacity and some 
investors are pulling out. 

Heating wood to leave ash that needs a chimney 
to take away emissions is ‘incineration’ in most 
people’s vocabulary. 

High temperatures may remove some 
pollutants, identified by the writer as potassium 
and chloride, but that by implication leaves many 
more polluting chemicals to be dealt with or 
pumped into the atmosphere. 

Chromium (VI) and arsenic have no limits set 
by NRW. These pollutants come from burning 
treated wood such as fence panels. These 
chemicals cause lung disease. 

Ash/slag contain heavy metals: the NRW permit 
states this ash has no recipient. 

The Biomass plant in Hull applied to burn 
waste wood; once operational, within six months, 
the licence was changed to burn RDF (refuse 
derived fuels) rubbish to you and me. It brings, as 
the anonymous writer describes, ‘smells and pest 
infestation.’ 

Can Aviva/Biomass be trusted to keep to the 
wood fuel supply and not switch it once it is 
operational? 

This Aviva/Biomass plant is built on a flood 
plain, again spelling a potential environmental 
disaster. 

Yes, people of Barry pollute by going about 
their everyday business. Yes, the people of Barry 
live in one of the most polluted parts of Wales. 
Yes, Castleland ward is deprived and has chest 
and respiratory health problems. 

Is that a reason to make things worse? I think 
not. We all, especially our children with 
developing lungs, deserve cleaner air and a better 
start than previous generations of Barry. 

Finally, politicians need to stand up for their 
electorate. That is not populist but democracy.

'Remaining in customs 
union is a mystery’ 


I T became fashionable to describe 
Brexiteers as inward-looking 
isolationists, with pulling-up of 
drawbridges and so on, compared 
presumably with an outward-looking EU. 

Yet the reverse is actually the case, as is 
demonstrated so aptly by the current furore over the 
so-called ‘hard border’ between UK Northern 
Ireland and EU Southern Ireland. 

The EU is afraid that the UK, free of the customs 
union, might reduce tariffs on goods from other 
countries and that these cheaper goods would leak 
across the border into the EU, thus destroying its 
protection against the rest of the world. 

Labour MP Graham Stringer has said: “The EU 
customs regime imposes tariffs on food imports 
ensuring we pay 20 per cent more than the price on 
the open world market. We are essentially 
exporting poverty to Africa and some of the poorest 


parts of the globe.”

Since clothing and 
footwear are treated similarly, it remains a mystery 
why some in Labour, of all parties, want to stay in 
a customs union.

Conservative Leader welcomes 
Minister’s ‘step in ri^t direction’ 


SOUTH Wales Central 
AM Andrew RT Davies 
has welcomed the Welsh 
Government’s 
announcement that it 
intends to insist an 
Environmental Impact 
Assessment be carried 
out on the controversial 
incinerator at Barry 
Docks. 

Speaking in the Senedd, 
Minister for Environment 
Hannah Blythyn last week 
announced that she has 
informed the developer she is 
“minded” to direct that an EIA 


must accompany the latest 
planning application before the 
Vale of Glamorgan Council. 

This is, however, subject to 
representations made by the 
developer. 

Mr Davies - who has long 
campaigned against the 
incinerator - described the news 
as a “step in the right direction” 
- but stressed that nothing could 
be taken for granted yet. 

He vowed to continue to hold 
Ministers to account to ensure 
that an EIA would be made a 
requirement. 

Mr Davies said, “Residents 
are rightly concerned about the 
impacts the incinerator at Barry 


Docks will have - which in my 
view is in a wholly unsuitable 
site. 

“It has been frustrating that 
Ministers have so far failed to 
intervene - and I welcome the 
fact this seems to be changing. 

“It is positive news that the 
Minister is minded to insist on 
an EIA - but we must remember 
that at this stage it is just that. 

“There is still some scope to 
backtrack - so we must keep up 
the pressure to ensure this 
actually goes ahead. 

“I will continue to hold 
Ministers to account as we all 
look to stand up for Barry.”

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Vale Council says ‘need 
to recycle more’ could 
see it follow Bridgend 


THE Vale Council is considering 
following its neighbouring council 
Bridgend (BCBC) and asking 
householders to separate more of their 
household recycling - and also limit the 
number of black landfill bags. 

At present, the Vale Council operates a ‘co¬ 
mingling’ system, but a change will be considered at 
a cabinet meeting this Monday (February 19). 

BCBC changed its system last year, in April. The 
change-over to a more comprehensive regime 
sparked a storm of protest, and a number of 
councillors and residents are still unhappy with the 
system. 

The Vale Council says the proposed change is 
driven by the need to increase recycling levels and 
cut costs. The council hopes to qualify for a Welsh 
Government grant to help pay for the changeover. 

At the moment, the recyclable materials collected 
by the Vale Council - glass, paper, tins and plastic - 
are simply transported to a re-processor in the north 
of England. The council receives no money at all for 
this material. 

If the cabinet says yes, then a consultation will 
begin on how best to introduce the changes, with the 
new measures due to come into effect from 
September. 

Cllr Geoff Cox, the Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhood Services and Transport, said: “The 
council must change the way in which we collect 
residents’ waste and recycling in order to bring our 
service into line with changes to the law, and more 
importantly, make it economically and 
environmentally sustainable. 

“The changes I propose have been determined 
following a thorough evaluation of all the potential 
options and are subject to the Council receiving a 


substantial capital grant from Welsh Government to 
assist with infrastructure costs. 

“How we go about implementing them, however, 
will be decided based on the views of residents. As 
a county we have been set a challenging target by 
Welsh Government of recycling 70 per cent of the 
Vale’s waste by 2025. 

“We can only achieve this if more residents than 
ever are willing to play their role in recycling and we 
will soon be launching a public awareness campaign 
to inform residents of the changes and why we must 
all work together to make them a success.” 

The glass, paper, tins and plastic collected in the 
Vale is not recycled by the council but rather sold by 
a re-processing contractor based in the north of 
England to private companies throughout the world. 

Due to the processing and travel costs involved 
the council receives no income for the material. 
Separated collections will result in much lower 
levels of contamination and in turn a higher sale 
price for the material. 

The council will also be able to find its own 
markets due to the higher value of the material and 
will seek to find these markets as close to the Vale as 
possible. 

Alongside the changes to collections the Council 
intends to build a new waste transfer station within 
the Vale where recyclable material can be stored 
before it is sold. 

A Vale Council sokesman said: “The significant 
reduction in the costs of transporting recyclable 
material along with the higher sale price are 
predicted to result in savings to the council of around 
£400,000 each year. 

“As well as bringing the service into line with 
recent legislation, the move away from co-mingled 
collection also qualifies the council for significant 
financial support from Welsh Government.” 


Former Cabinet Minister 
in visit to Cowbridge 



VALE Conservatives welcomed former 
cabinet minister Pritti Patel to an event 
organised by the Cowbridge branch. 

Ms Patel, accompanied by her husband Alex and 
nine-year-old son Ereddy, attended a coffee morning 
and brunch held at the home of local branch 
chairman Jane Burrows and her partner Duncan 
Barber. 

Also present was Vale MP Alun Cairns, who 
originally invited Ms Patel to pay a visit to south 
Wales. 

Ms Patel also spoke to party members in Bridgend 
and Pontypridd as part of her mini tour. 

Mr Cairns said: “She has just visited the Wales- 
India Centre in Cardiff where she was welcomed as 


a hero. 

“She is the first woman from that heritage to sit in 
the British cabinet. She has broken many glass 
ceilings and was in charge of the Department for 
International Development, where she was 
responsible for a large budget in a very politically 
important role.” 

Ms Patel said she had received an amazing 
welcome to Wales and to the Vale. 

She said: “The UK through its international 
development role has the chance to be a force for 
good in the world.

WI ARE TOLD OF MURDER 
MOST FOUL IN COWBRIDGE 


AT the last meeting Llanblethian WI were 
entertained by local historian, Don 
Gerard. 

He told the story of the murder of David Thomas, 
a local landowner, on October 10, 1885. A popular 
man also known as the ‘Yankee’ as he had spent 
some time in Pennsylvania. 

David Thomas had returned from the market in 
Treorchy on this day and was drinking in local 
establishments where he met three members of the 
Roberts family. Mr Thomas boasted that he had in 


excess of £500 in his pocket from his fruitful day at 
the market. Mr Thomas walked home and 
apparently parted company with the three men, but 
on his way home to Stallcourt he was to meet a 
violent end on Mount Ida. 

The money was later recovered in the Roberts’ 
cottage and David Roberts pleaded guilty to the 
murder. He was executed in Cardiff jail on March 2, 
1886 in what proved to be rather gruesome 
circumstances. 

All in all, a tale not for the faint hearted.

VITAL CHANGES ARE 
NEEDED TO OUR WASTE 
AND RECYCLING SERVICE 


1 WROTE to all 
residents in 2011 
to explain the 
reasons for moving 
from a ‘source 
separated kerbside 
recycling collection 
service’ in which 
different materials 
were collected over 
a two-week period, 
to a ‘weekly co¬ 
mingled collection 
service’ where all 
materials could be 
mixed and collected 
on a weekly basis. 

At the time we said 
that the recycling and 
waste collection 
arrangements would 
have to be kept under 
review to ensure that 
they remained 
sustainable, met Welsh 
Government objectives 
and the National Waste 
Strategy. 

We also explained that 
world markets for 
recycling would need to 
be monitored to establish 
if certain materials 
needed to be collected 
separately in the future 
to protect their value. 

A lot has changed 
since 2011. We are no 
longer one of the best 
performing counties for 
recycling and our 
recycling reprocessing 
costs for our co-mingled 
materials is increasing 


due to a fall in the resale 
value of what we collect. 

Crucially, in 2015, 
legislation came into 
force requiring local 
authorities to ‘set up 
separate collections of 
waste...for at least 
paper, metal, plastic and 
glass’. 

Since then, the Welsh 
Government has 
provided help in 
assessing our compliance 
with the new legislation 
and also the National 
Waste Policy by 
reviewing and reporting 
on our waste options. 

This week I presented 
a report produced by 
their partners. Waste 
Resource Action 
Programme. It detailed 
the outcomes of this 
process and the changes 
to our waste and 
recycling service that I 
believe are required to 
enable us to better 
manage our future waste 
costs and to remain 
within current 
legislation. 

The changes will also 
help us reach the 70 per 
cent recycling target for 
2024/25 that we must 
achieve to avoid Welsh 
Government fines. 

The changes will be 
subject to public 
consultation prior to 
implementation, but I am 
recommending a move to 
‘source separated weekly 
dry recycling collections’ 


later this year. 

This is, however, 
subject to the council 
receiving funding from 
the Welsh Government to 
assist with the change in 
collection vehicles and 
the building of a new 
waste transfer station. 

It should be noted that 
this funding is only 
available for councils 
that move towards 
separate kerbside 
collections of dry 
recycling, as this 
complies with the Welsh 
Government ‘blueprint’ 
for collections and 
current National Waste 
Policy. 

We estimate that these 
changes would save the 
council around £400k 
each year. The service 
would use plastic boxes 
and blue bags. 

I am also proposing a 
limit to the number of 
black bags that can be 
placed out for collection, 
like many other councils 
in Wales currently have 
in place, to try and 
encourage increased 
recycling. 

Concessions will be 
offered for large families 
and those with specific 
needs, such as a 
requirement to dispose of 
sanitary products. This 
is one of the factors that 
will be considered as 
part of the public 
consultation process.

FOR the second time 
in five months, Geoff 
Henderson came to 
the rescue of 
Cowbridge U3A 
recently after the 
booked speaker was 
forced to withdraw at 
short notice. 

On this occasion, his 
illustrated presentation 
was on the history of 
Venice, well-known for 
its canals and gondolas. 

The photogenic city 
attracts over 20 million 
visitors a year, many 
drawn by the annual 
Carnevale (possibly 3.2 
million tourists), which 
started in 1162. The 
carnival was actually 
outlawed in 1797, being 
too associated with 
sexual pleasure (and the 
accompanying venereal 
diseases), but returned in 
1979. 

Venice consists of 
about 120 islands and has 
150 canals, 118 churches 
and 438 bridges (give or 
take one or two of each). 

It is said that a visitor 
transported from 1730 to 
the modern city would 
not, at first glance, notice 
many changes. 

Venice elected its first 
Doge in AD697 and the 
last Doge was deposed in 
1797, the year Napoleon 
conquered Venice. There 
have been 120 Doges in 
all, some good, some 
bad, but always elected. 
The Doge’s palace is 
apparently based on a 
mosque in Damascus. 


‘DON’T PUNISH ORDINARY 
PEOPLE OVER RUBBISH 
COLLECTIONS’ SAYS PLAID 


PLAID Cymru have claimed 
that a Vale black bin bag limit 
could lead to filthy streets. 

The Conservative-run Vale Council 
plans to introduce a two black bag limit 
on households from September 2018, as 
part of their fortnightly collection. 

Plaid Cymru’s Cllr Ian Johnson 
warned that this will increase fly tipping 
and dumping and doesn’t tackle the 
problem of over-packaging that leads to 
waste, or the small number of 
households who don’t recycle and 
therefore create extra black bag rubbish. 

He said: “It would be great if 
households only had two black bags of 
rubbish per fortnight, but the reality is 
that the numbers vary according to the 
time of year and the size of family. 

“Will the council be fining families 
because they’ve put out too much 
rubbish at Christmas, after a birthday 
party or because of extra waste caused 
by nappies or pets? 

“According to the analysis conducted 


for the council, the average household 
uses three black bags per collection, but 
some have between 10 and 20. 

“It’s clear that these specific 
households are the problem and should 
be educated accordingly. 

“We shouldn’t expect the council to 
be punishing ordinary people. It all 
feels a bit Big Brother. 

“The amount of un-necessary 
packaging is the real problem. Bananas 
and so on come self-wrapped, so we 
don’t need extra plastic rubbish from 
the supermarkets.” 

Cllr Millie Collins added: “I am 
worried that families will be fined for 
putting out too many bags, and these 
plans will lead to more fly-tipping and 
dumping. 

“This will make back lanes or streets 
dirty and smelly when bags are 
inevitably ripped open by seagulls or 
other animals.”

In AD828, Venice 
acquired the bones, 
reputedly, of St Mark the 
Evangelist and a church 
was constructed to house 
them. The present-day St 
Mark’s Basilica was 
consecrated at the end of 
the 11th century. 

Like all Venetian 
buildings, the church 
stands on wooden piles 
(over a million in this 
case), driven deep into 
the earth below the low 
water mark. 

As long as the timbers 
remain immersed in 
water there are no 
problems, but exposure 
to both water and air 
causes the wood to rot. 

Very low tides can be 
as much a problem as the 
well-known periodic 
flooding suffered by 
Venice. The sight of St 
Mark’s Square under 
water occurs much more 
frequently than it did 20 
years ago. 

Barrages that can 
prevent inundations from 
the sea are being 
installed to protect the 
lagoon. 

As a city founded on 
trade, Venice has been at 
the head of innovation 
and invention. Private 
banks, Roman and Italic 
font typefaces, painting 
on canvas and, of course, 
gondolas all had their 
origins there. Glass 
making appeared in the 
early 10th century. 

The first ghetto in 
Europe was established 
in 1516 in Venice; Jews 
were not persecuted, but 
were forced to live in a 
restricted area of the city, 
behind gates locked from 
dusk to dawn. 

As a result, with space 
being so limited, 
buildings could only go 
upwards: hence the 

ghetto has some of the 
tallest structures in 
Venice. Eive synagogues 
can be found there today. 

Venice differs from 


most urban areas in that 
everything has to be 
moved in and out by 
boat, even the rubbish. 
The infrastructure of 
water and sewage pipes 
and electrical cabling is 
contained mainly within 
the canals. 

The gondola is the 
iconic image of Venice. 
There were probably 8 to 
10,000 in the 18 th 
century, but only about 
400 now. A new boat 
must, by law, be black, 
costs £20,000, weighs M 
of a ton and will last 
about 30 years. 

A gondola is longer on 
one side than the other, 
which is why it can be 
propelled by an oar on 
one side only. Contrary 
to popular belief the 
vessel is never poled like 
a punt, as the waters are 
too deep. 

Elaborately designed 
letter boxes, typically a 
lion with an open mouth, 
can be seen around 
Venice. These were 
never designed for 
normal mail deliveries 
but to receive 
anonymous 
denunciations of 

Venetian citizens for 
secular or religious 
offences (not paying tax, 
blasphemy or adultery). 
As a guarantee against 
false reporting. 


investigations were 
always undertaken 
carefully and in detail. 

Venice’s main 

problem now is that there 
are too many tourists and 
too few Venetians 
(probably only 50,000). 

As the local 
population dwindles, 
mega-cruise ships, 
dwarfing the port and 
endangering the 

environment of the city 
and its lagoon, spew 
tourists by the tens of 
thousands onto the 
narrow streets and 
canals. Eour out of five 
visitors spend only a day 
in Venice and contribute 
little to the city’s 
economy. 

In 2016, the city was 
covered with flyers 
bearing a message from 
the frustrated residents to 
the masses of visitors: 
‘Tourists Go Away.’ 

Nearly 10 years ago, 
this author’s brother did 
his best to assist the 
Venetian economy. 
Presented with a bill of 
27 euros for three coffees 
(about £6.50 each) in a 
cafe in St Mark’s Square, 
he gave the delighted 
waiter a 50 euro note and 
told him to keep the 
change. When informed 
of the size of tip he’d just 
given, my brother went 
as white as a sheet! SPM

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Pupil left on school 
bus in Penarth 


January’s photographic 
jewels at Vale photo club 


AN investigation is under way 
after a Penarth pupil with 
Down’s syndrome failed to 
arrive home and was found on 
a bus at the depot. 

The incident happened last month. 
A spokesman for the Vale Council said 
the contract with the transport provider 
had been terminated. 

David Davies, head of Achievement 
for All, said: “We are very sorry for the 
impact that this incident has had on the 
pupil and their family. 

“This incident was an unacceptable 
failure on the part of the private 
transport provider and their contract 
for transporting this pupil was 
terminated with immediate effect. 


“An investigation into the incident 
is now taking place in line with the All 
Wales Child Protection Procedures and 
appropriate action will be taken 
following its conclusion. 

“While the investigation is still 
ongoing it is clear that no fault at all 
lies with the school, where staff acted 
swiftly to support the parents as soon 
as it became apparent that the pupil 
had not been returned home. 

“Staff at the school are now 
providing counselling to this 
individual pupil. 

Mr Davies added: “Enhanced 
training for all contracted SEN pupil 
transport providers will be delivered 
during the next two weeks.” 


DEFIBRILLATOR 
STOLEN FROM 
RAILWAY STATION 


A VITAL piece of lifesaving 
equipment has been stolen 
from Bridgend Railway 
Station. 

The theft of the defibrillator took 
place some time between Eebruary 7 
and Eebruary 9 from its site on 
Platform 2 of the station. 

Witnesses or anyone who has any 
information concerning the theft are 
urged to contact the British Transport 
Police. 

The public access defibrillator has 
played a crucial part in keeping people 
safe and some months ago was used to 
help save the life of a man who had 
collapsed a short distance from the 
station. 

Bridgend is Wales’ fifth busiest 
station and in 2016/17 it saw more than 


1.5 million people passing through it. 

Sgt Stephen Dawkins of the BTP 
said: “This was a mindless theft of 
emergency lifesaving equipment 
which could be crucial to saving lives. 

“The fact it did save a life not so 
long ago is testament to just what an 
important part it plays, not just on the 
station, but in the community too. 

“If you do know anything at all 
about this theft, please contact the BTP 
on 0800 40 50 40.” 

Thomas Owens, who manages 
Bridgend station for Arriva Trains 
Wales added: “The defibrillator is key 
to saving lives. We know that if you 
suffer a heart attack, getting medical 
attention quickly is crucial, so we were 
all bitterly disappointed at this theft 
and would call on anyone who might 
know something to contact the BTP.”

Councillor says: ‘Make a 
stand against incinerator^ 


A Barry councillor will urge fellow Vale 
councillors to take a collective stand in 
opposition to the incinerator next week. 

Cllr Vincent Bailey (Dyfan Ward) has tabled a 
motion for the full Vale Council noting “with 
concern” Natural Resources Wales’ decision to 
grant a permit to operate the Biomass UK No 2 Ltd 
facility in Barry. The motion is to be seconded by 
Cllr Christine Cave. 

The motion also calls on the Vale Council to 
criticise NRW’s decision not to demand an 
‘Environmental Impact Assessment’ before taking a 
decision; and calls for proper independent 
monitoring to be undertaken. 

Cllr Bailey, who opposes the incinerator, said he 
wanted councillors of all parties to “take a side” on 
the controversial application, and to send a firm 
message to NRW and the Welsh Government that 


the public do not want the plant in Barry. 

He said:“We need to take a side on this 
application, so that the public know that the council 
is truly speaking for them and acting on their 
behalf. 

“The decision to grant a licence was deeply 
disappointing, and the Welsh Government will 
ultimately be held to account for it.” 

He claimed: “There are signs that the Labour 
Government is cracking under pressure from the 
Docks Incinerator Action Group and we need to 
press home the point that Barry residents cannot be 
exposed to extra pollution without a proper 
environmental assessment having taken place. 

“Ultimately, I still believe that we can stop this in 
its tracks and I sincerely hope that councillors of all 
parties will support our motion and send a message 
to Biomass and NRW that the Vale speaks as one on 
the incinerator.”

It was interesting to hear how neurological research 
has demonstrated that counselling has a direct and 
positive impact on the brain. 

Our feelings and emotions are located in one part of 
the brain but research has shown that guided discussion 
of the feelings moves them to a different part of the 
brain where they can be considered by more rational 
thought. 

Sheila told how people often will be counselled for 
grief and explained how it can be experienced for many 
situations in life, such as following major surgery, when 
friendships come to an end and sometimes if we choose 
to move to a different location to start a new life. 

Sheila ended her talk with a quote from a speech 
given by Prince William during the launch of the 
charity. Heads Together, emphasising the importance of 
talking and how it can change lives. Sheila definitely 
gave everyone some food for thought.

A PAEDOPHILE who 
preyed on an 11-year-old 
girl via Instragram while 
posing as a teenager has 
been jailed for two years at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Lee Bateman, 23, was told by 
Recorder Martin Powell QC: 
“You had everything going for 
you, but the evidence shows you 
have an unhealthy interest in 
pubescent children.” 

Bateman, a man with no 
previous convictions, of Wolfe 
Close, Barry, admitted two 
charges of inciting a child to 
engage in sexual activity. He also 
admitted attempting to incite a 
person to engage in similar 
activity. 

The girl involved said 

Bateman, after contacting her, 
began to sexualise his 

conversation and his messages to 
her became “dodgy”, said 
prosecutor Matthew Cobb. 

He said that Bateman 

contacted the girl via Instagram. 


Initially she told him she was 13, 
then that she was 12, and finally 
her true age of 11 was revealed. 

He would send her messages, 
ending with kisses. 

Mr Cobb said: “He asked her 
to do ‘rude things.’” 

The girl told a friend who 
spoke to a teacher and the police 
were called in. 

Bateman had told the girl it 
was “fun speak, rude and 
naughty”. 

A police officer got in contact 
with Bateman, posing as a 12- 
year-old. Bateman said he was 16 
and said: “Just do it, we can have 
fun time.” 

Bateman was identified and 
arrested. 

Mr Cobb said he did not accept 
being responsible and only when 
the case came to court did he 
admit his culpability. 

His solicitor, Derek Gooden, 
said: “He has pleaded guilty to 
serious offences. There was an 
element of denial and an attempt 
to place the blame on others. 


“It is obvious he has an 
unhealthy interest in young 
children, causing him to send 
them disturbing, tasteless 
communications.” 

But, continued Mr Gooden: 
“At last the penny has dropped 
and he is now contrite and 
remorseful. 

“He is someone who needs 
help and he understands his 
predicament. 

“The best solution would be a 
sentence involving 

rehabilitation.” 

The Recorder said Bateman’s 
behaviour had gone on for some 
considerable time and he had 
received sexual gratification 
through contacting children. 

A report indicated, said the 
Recorder, that Bateman was at 
high risk of re-offending. 

“Only a custodial sentence can 
be imposed,” he added. 

A sexual harm prevention 
order was also imposed.

Mum’s complaint to 
police after collision 


A BARRY woman says she 
is very disappointed in how 
the police have handled a 
road traffic collision 
involving her daughter. 

Layla Barber told The GEM her 
daughter Charlie (19) was walking 
across the zebra crossing outside 
Barry train station at around 
6.50pm on January 10 when she 
was in collision with a car - going 
over the bonnet of the vehicle. 

Layla said: “The driver 

signalled ‘sorry’ and drove off. 

“Charlie was aching the day 
after and we took her to A & E for 
a check-up. 

“Thankfully she wasn’t 
physically hurt but mentally she 
has suffered.” 


Charlie suffered from shock 
after the collision and is now 
anxious around traffic. 

At the time someone noted the 
licence plate of the car and there 
were witnesses. 

Layla went on: “They (the 
police) told me they had spoken to 
the witnesses and that their 
version of events matched the 
story of the driver.” 

Layla does not believe that the 
police have spoken to the 
witnesses, and is dissatisfied with 
how the case was handled. 

“I have made a formal 
complaint to an inspector but I 
have heard nothing back. 

“I really want to get justice for 
my daughter and I am disgusted at 
how the police have handled this.” 


Layla has also been in touch 
with her local MP Alun Cairns and 
hopes more witnesses might step 
forward. 

A spokesman for South Wales 
Police said: “We received a report 
of a road traffic collision 
involving a woman and a car on 
Broad Street, Barry, shortly after 
7pm on January 10. 

“The incident was fully 
investigated, with officers 
receiving reports from both parties 
and witnesses regarding the extent 
of the collision and the events that 
followed. 

“The driver of the vehicle has 
been given a verbal warning, and 
numerous attempts have been 
made to keep the victim updated.”

Say hello to the 
constellations of summer 


ALTHOUGH this month 
marks the end of the winter 
constellations, it’s still possible 
to locate Orion, Taurus and 
Canis Major, containing Sirius, 
the brightest star in the sky, 
although they are drawing 
nearer to the western horizon. 

At the same time, we say hello to the 
summer constellations, Cygnus, and 
Lyra. This month, they are appearing 
just above the northern horizon, but 
will soon rise high enough for further 
attention. 

Overhead, the Milky Way arm of 
our galaxy rises over the southern 
horizon and sets on the northern 
horizon. Ursa Major is almost 
overhead and the two pointers of The 
Plough point towards the Pole Star, 
which sits roughly half way towards 
the northern horizon. 

Well placed now, about half way 
from the southern horizon and 
overhead, is Leo the Lion. It is one of 
the brightest of the zodiacal 
constellations. 

To locate it, instead of looking for a 
lion, look for a backwards-facing 


question mark. The bottom star is also 
one of the brightest stars in the sky and 
is known as Regulus. 

Leo also contains several reasonably 
bright galaxies, for anyone using a 
telescope. 

For those of you who find it difficult 
to locate objects, the almost full Moon 
comes to the rescue on the morning of 
March 1, because early risers will see 
the bright star Regulus being occulted 
(hidden) by the Moon. Look from 
about 5.50 am. 

The Moon also lies near the planets 
Mercury and Venus in the early 
evening of the 18th. On the 21st, it is 
close to two open clusters, the Pleiades 
and Hyades in Taurus. 

Once again, the spectacle of two full 
Moons this month take place on March 
2 and 31 and, for those of you who 
long for lighter nights, British Summer 
Time begins March 25.

The First Step to a Better Smiie 


The origins 
of the 
Ordnance 
Survey 


ON February 8 
Sully U3A were 
fortunate enough to 
be entertained by 
Chris Hlgley about 
‘Maps of Wales and 
Maps of War’. 

The origins of the 
Ordnance Survey lie in 
the aftermath of the 
Jacobite rising of 1745, 
which was finally 
defeated by forces loyal 
to the government at the 
Battle of Culloden in 
1746; when it was 
realised that the British 
Army did not have a 
good map of the British 
Isles. 

William Roy was 
largely responsible for 
the British share of the 
work of the Principal 
Triangulation of Great 
Britain between 1783 
and 1853, and led to the 
creation of the Ordnance 
Survey itself. In 1801 
the first one-inch-to-the- 
mile map was published 
and by 1840 the one- 
inch survey had covered 
all of Wales. 

After a fire in the 


Tower of London in 
1841, the headquarters 
of the Ordnance Survey 
was moved to 
Southampton, and in 
1855 the Board of 
Ordnance was abolished 
and the Ordnance 
Survey was placed under 
the War Office together 
with the Topographical 
Survey and the Depot of 
Military Knowledge and 
eventually in 1870 it was 
transferred to the Office 
of Works. 

During World War 
One, the Ordnance 
Survey was involved in 
preparing maps of 
Erance and Belgium and 
then during World War 
Two, many more maps 
were created, including 
1:40,000 map of 
Antwerp, Belgium. 

A number of historical 
Ordnance Survey maps 
of local areas to south 
Wales and Antwerp, 
Belgium were on show 
for all to view.

Ramblers played 
host to a group of 11 
walkers at Bigsweir 
in glorious weather 
conditions. 

They made their way 
uphill along the ancient 
Offa’s Dyke Path which 
dates to 780AD and on 
leaving the wood, there 
were vast amounts of 
damage visible in the 
churned up fields caused 
by wild boar. 

After a morning break 
in the shelter of trees to 
avoid the cool breeze, a 
further climb through 
Highbury Wood led to a 
descent past snowdrops 
and a glorious view of the 
Penallt Viaduct, which 
carried the Wye Valley 
Railway line from 
England into Wales in the 


valley below. 

A steep, slippery 
descent led them through 
Lower Redbrook for the 
next climb up through 
muddy wet tracks in 
Eorge Wood and a 
smattering of snowflakes 
on the journey up to 
Newland. 

All Saints Church, also 
known as The Cathedral 
of the Eorest, provided 
shelter for the lunch 
break, with a chance to 
share its history dating 
back to 1200. Its 
beautiful treasures 
included a Ift-high brass 
engraving known as the 
‘Miner’s Brass,’ showing 
a Eorest of Dean miner 
with a candle in his 
mouth, a pickaxe in hand 
and a hod on his back. 

Passing the 

almshouses adjacent to 
the church, following a 
muddy, sunken track 


uphill to Rookery Lane, 
there were a few more 
snow flurries. 

It led to open views of 
the Herefordshire 

countryside and hills in 
the distance, before a 
series of fields and 
sunken lanes led them 
back into woodland for 
the descent back to the 
start. 

In contrast, William 
was not so lucky for his 
mid-week local walk 
from Porthkerry Country 
Park on a wet and cold 
morning. 

Pour companions 
turned up and they set off 
via the Wales Coast Path, 
uphill through the old 
Iron Age Bulwarks 
hillfort to Porthkerry 
Caravan Park. 

Continuing their 
journey along the 
clifftop, there was a pause 
at the southernmost tip of 


mainland Wales, before 
heading up through 
Rhoose village to 
circumnavigate the 
perimeter of Cardiff 
Airport in order to seek 
out shelter under a road 
bridge from the rain for 
morning break. 

Heading downhill to 
cross the River Kenson 
stone bridge, the Nant 
Llancarfan Valley was 
flooded, so a detour by 
road eventually brought 
them to Pancross Parm 
and down into 
Llancarfan. 

Seeking shelter at St 
Cadoc’s Church, the 
group saw its glorious 
array of medieval wall 
paintings, covered up by 
centuries of lime washing 
following the break with 
the Roman Catholic 
Church by King Henry 
VIII, after which all 
traces of the Catholic 
religion were banned. 

Heading along the 
road to Pen-Onn and 
descending the rickety 
bridge over the River 
Waycock, sodden paths 
through the wood led up 
to soggy fields and into 
Penmark. 

The walkers made 
their way by road, track 
and field to Blackton 
Parm and over the A4226 
to follow the Whitelands 
Brook downhill, where a 
last ascent over West 
Ridge led them back into 
Porthkerry Park.

Bee colonies are getting 
ready for warmer weather 

News from the Fornnon Apiary 
by Harold Williams 


SIGNS of spring are everywhere, 
snowdrops and catkins. 

Bulbs are also beginning to poke up through the 
soil. 

However! Weather conditions are such of late that 
the bees are not able to venture out just yet to collect 
the pollen on offer from these early providers. 

Nonetheless, the days are lengthening and the 
bees are aware of this. The queens are stepping up 
their egg-laying activity to keep the colony viable. 

The bees that have come through the winter are 
now some five months old (that is old for a worker 
bee) and they will progressively die off. 

It is only worker bees (females) and the queen that 
inhabit the hive for the winter period, no males are 
required. 

So spring is just around the comer, the eggs laid 
by the queen will become new bees and they will 
take at least three weeks to become fully functioning 
foragers. 

It is the workers (the ladies) who do all the 
organising and foraging in a honeybee colony so 
female eggs, not male eggs, are given priority. Come 
April and May the male bee (drone) will begin to 
show. 

To meet the demands of the winter period the 


workers have spent many hours collecting pollen 
and nectar (it is nectar that is collected, not honey: 
the bees change nectar into honey). 

All this work is not only to provide for the 
colony’s daily needs, but to put by the food that will 
be required by the winter bees. 

Shorter days will kick in, accompanied by lower 
temperatures and a reduction in flowers. Honeybees 
do not hibernate! But winter conditions can be such 
that external activity is not an option, hence there is 
a requirement for in-house food supplies. 

The temperature of the hive is regulated by the 
bees at all times of the year. Provided that adequate 
stores are available there is a good chance that the 
colony will come through, whatever winter can 
throw at them. 

Pollinators of all kinds now face extinction thanks 
to the activities of homo sapiens (our good selves). 
Perhaps we should pay attention to the following 
quote: 

“The wildlife of the world is not ours to dispose of 
as we please. We do but have it in trust for those 
who are to follow.”

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Consultation aims to 
find a parliament 
that works for Wales

PEOPLE across Wales are being 
encouraged to respond to new proposals 
to ‘reshape Welsh democracy’ published 
by the Assembly Commission recently. 

The consultation has been drawn up in 
anticipation of new powers given to the Assembly 
in the Wales Act 2017. The Act gives the Assembly 
the power to make decisions in relation to the 
institution’s size and how members are elected. 

Last week, the Assembly voted in favour of the 
commission’s decision to consult on the 
recommendations of the Expert Panel’s report on 
Assembly Electoral Reform, ‘A Parliament that 
Works for Wales’. 

Polio wing a detailed analysis of evidence, the 
panel recommended that the Assembly needs 
between 20 and 30 additional members elected 
through a more proportional electoral system with 
diversity at its heart. It also recommended lowering 
the minimum voting age for National Assembly 
elections to include 16 and 17-year-olds. 

The consultation on the recommendations will 
run from Pebruary 12 for an eight-week period 
ending on April 6. 

In addition to the recommendations made by the 
Expert Panel on Assembly Electoral Reform, the 
consultation also includes other potential changes 
to who can vote in Assembly elections and who can 
be an Assembly Member, as well as changes to the 
law relating to electoral administration and the 
Assembly’s internal arrangements. 

The commission has already consulted on 
changing the Assembly’s name, and as a result of 
that consultation the name will be changed to 
Welsh Parliament. 

The Llywydd, Elin Jones AM said: “The Wales 
Act 2017 marks the start of a new phase of 
devolution in Wales, giving us the opportunity to 
make profound changes to our legislature. We now 
have the opportunity to forge the national 
parliament that the people of Wales deserve to 
champion their interests. 

“This consultation is the beginning of a 
conversation with the people and communities of 
Wales about the institution that they want their 
Welsh Parliament to be. I look forward to hearing 
their views.”

‘Women's Voices’ at USA 


ON the anniversary of the Representation of 
People Act in 1918, when women over 30 
and ‘of property’ achieved the right to vote, 
David Maddox gave a talk to Barry U3A on 
‘Women’s Voices in the Valleys from 1900 to 
1914’. 

His talk did not centre on the fight for the right to 
vote, as women in the Valleys at that time usually 
had much more pressing issues on their minds. 

Their menfolk mostly worked down the mines 
and it was the woman’s job to ensure that they had a 
good meal and a bath to come home to. 

In reality, a woman’s role was to make a home for 
others, where families of 12 were not uncommon. 

This was demanding and statistics showed the 
death rates for women at that time were much higher 
than for men. The constant childbearing and 
continuous housework took their toll. 

Around 20 per cent of women worked outside the 
home, sometimes even at the pits themselves. 
Working as a shop assistant was very popular even 
though the pay was usually less, and a few women 
had jobs as ‘white blouse girls’, meaning they were 
clerical workers. 


The major employment for women at that time 
was in domestic service. Most girls were given 
‘training’ in such domestic activities as washing, 
ironing and cooking in preparation for leaving home 
at around the age of 14. Many took jobs away from 
the Valleys or outside Wales. 

Life was not all drudgery, however, and we should 
not think that women did not have some fun. While 
middle class women joined campaigns for the 
Suffragists, the vast majority of women looked for 
more entertaining activities. 

Some became involved in the Temperance or 
Religious Revival movements, because these offered 
the chance to belong to a choir and put on concerts. 

Women also enjoyed going to theatres, of which 
there were many. There was even roller skating and 
Sunday outings to Barry or Porthcawl. 

If you are no longer in full time employment or 
raising a family, then you are in your third age and 
new members are very welcome.

Ever thought 
of growing 
veggies in 
garden pots? 



ABOVE: Most people think you need an allotment 
or a space in your garden to grow vegetables, 
but that isn’t necessarily the case. 


I F you have ever thought 
about growing 
vegetables in pots, now 
is the time to give it a go! 

There is a huge variety of 
vegetables that can be grown in 
containers or smaller spaces to make 
‘growing your own’ accessible to 
everyone. Some of the best veg to 
grow are beetroot, broad beans, 
carrots, dwarf French beans, herbs, 
peas, potatoes, radishes, rocket, 
runner beans, chillies and peppers, 
salad leaves, salad onions, salad 
turnips and tomatoes. 

It’s just a question of right veg, 
right sized pot. 

Choose large deep pots to grow 
root vegetables such as potatoes and 
carrots, and shallower ones for 
beetroots and onions. 

Vigorous growing veg such as 
courgettes, tomatoes and beans need 
large pots filled with good compost to 
accommodate their roots. Lettuce 
and herbs can be grown in window 
boxes. 

Containers can dry out very 
quickly so need frequent watering. 
Beware of over-watering as well. 

The way to test if you’ve got it right 
is to put a finger in the compost - if 
it’s slightly moist just below the 
surface it’s spot on. 

Use compost specially designed for 
containers as it will hold onto water 
better and have the extra nutrients 
added to get your plants off to a good 
start. 

Things to look out for when 
choosing the right one are soil and 
loam-based composts, extra nutrients, 
plant food and water-retaining 
granules. Most multi-purpose 
composts are fine, or a soil-based 
compost such as John Junes No3. 


For the greatest choice of plants, 
grow from seed, but if you don’t 
mind too much about the variety, buy 
ready grown plants or plug plants 
from garden centres or mail-order 
suppliers. If growing from seed, 
check the instructions on the packet. 

Seed sowing time may vary 
depending on the crop but the main 
growing season for vegetables is from 
early spring to autumn. 

Don’t forget to feed your crops on 
a regular basis. Pot grown veg run 
out of nutrients due to the limited 
amount of soil they have to grow in, 
so a feed of general-purpose liquid 
fertiliser should be applied every 
couple of weeks. 

Finally, make sure you position 
your pots so they are in the best 
location for their growing needs. 

Most vegetable plants like lots of sun, 
so it’s important to site your 
containers where they will receive a 
good few hours of direct light a day. 
South or west facing locations are the 
best. 

Climbers such as beans or peas 
can’t cope with windy or exposed 
spaces, so a sheltered spot suits them 
best against walls or fences. 

If pots and containers are just part 
of your outside space then here are 
some gardening tips for this month 
from the RHS (Royal Horticultural 
Society)... 

Sow vegetable seeds and plant 
potatoes; protect new spring shoots 
from slugs; plant summer-flowering 
bulbs; feed containers with fresh 
compost; mow the lawn on dry days 
(if needed). 

Cut back winter shrubs and keep 
your eyes peeled for weeds starting to 
come through; start conserving water, 
re-pot houseplants and prune bush 
and climbing roses.

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Woman becomes boss 
of the Royal Mint 


THE Royal Mint today appointed Anne 
Jessopp as its new chief executive and 
Deputy Master of the Mint. 

She will lead work to provide Britain with its 
cutting-edge secure currency and will also develop the 
commemorative coin and bullion arm of the business. 

On a visit to the Royal Mint, the Exchequer 
Secretary officially confirmed Anne Jessopp’s 
appointment - the first female to take up the role in the 
Royal Mint’s 1,100 year history. 

Speaking of her new appointment, the Deputy 
Master of the Mint, Anne Jessopp said: “I am delighted 
to be appointed to lead this unique and important 
British organisation. 

“The Royal Mint has an impressive history of over 
1,100 years and its longevity is due to its ability to 
adapt as society changes. 

“This was never truer than today, as we reinterpret 
the Royal Mint for the 21st century, building on the 
values that have been at the heart of the organisation 
throughout our history - authenticity, security, 
precious metals, craftsmanship and design. 

“I have had the privilege of working for the Royal 
Mint for almost 10 years and it is testament to the great 
colleagues and opportunities I have had, that I have 
been able to develop the skills that enable me to take 
on this role.” 

The Exchequer to the Secretary to the Treasury, 
Robert Jenrick, welcomed the appointment and said: 
“Anne Jessopp brings a wealth of expertise to this role. 
With her decade of experience at the Royal Mint, I am 
confident she will ensure the UK continues to have the 
most secure currency in the world, and our coins are 
loved and collected the world over. 

“It may have taken over 1,000 years, but the Mint is 
now finally led by a woman, and I am certain Anne 
will do a great job.” 

What does the Deputy Master of the Mint do? 

As chief executive of the Royal Mint, An ne will be 
tasked with running the Great British institution which 
produces up to 90 million coins eveiy week. At the top 
of her in-tray will be overseeing the introduction of the 
new 50 pence coin, announced last week, to mark the 
centenary celebrations of women’s suffrage. 

Her official position as Deputy Master of the Mint 
is one that is steeped in history. Her first ceremonial 
role will be to lead the annual Trial of the Pyx. 

Eirst held in 1282, the Trial of the Pyx tests the 
integrity of the nation’s coins, ensuring that they are 


the proper weight and size, and contain the right 
amount of precious metals. 

Every Eebruary, coins of each denomination struck 
by the Royal Mint are selected at random and locked 
away in the Pyx chests. 

In a ceremony, which has not changed since before 
Henry VIII’s reign, the Deputy Master of the Mint 
brings these chests to London’s Goldsmiths’ Hall, 
where the coins are checked by an independent jury. 

The jury consists of leaders from the financial world 
and six assayers from the Worshipful Company of 
Goldsmiths who, wearing traditional red robes, put the 
coins to the test. 

After two months of rigorous testing, the trial 
reconvenes and the Queen’s Remembrancer asks the 
jury for its verdict. 

In May, this verdict will be given in the presence of 
the Deputy Master of The Royal Mint and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer (or a representative). 

Remarkably, the history books reveal that if the 
coins fail the test, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
who is the ceremonial Master of the Mint, risks losing 
a hand as punishment. 

It should be made clear that in the trial’s long 
history, 94 Minters have had their right hands cut off 
by order of the King. 

However, this has not happened for hundreds of 
years.

A BARRY slimmer who used his 
own weight-loss to help others to 
shed the pounds has been 
shortlisted in a national competition. 

Karl Payne, who runs the Cadoxton Moors 
Slimming World group, was invited to the 
organisation’s head office as part of its national 
Consultant Slimmer of the Year competition.

It was 140 years ago that 
Penarth’s first train arrived! 


THE opening of Penarth 
Docks in 1865 was the first 
step in the creation of the 
town of Penarth but it was 
not until February 20,1878 
that a railway was built to 
the town itself. 

From the station’s position one 
assumes that the town was 
expected to extend further south - 
which eventually it did for the new 
railway station attracted few shops 
and businesses to its quarter of the 
town. All that lay ahead was a few 
hamlets and farms. 

When the southward expansion 
did come it was in the form of 
residential development, and 
Glebe Street and Windsor Road 
remained the shopping centre of 
Penarth. 

The arrival of the railway in the 
town was greeted with 
celebrations, but as the South 
Wales Gazette suggests, people in 
the ‘centre’ of the town were little 
concerned. 

The report entitled Opening of 
Penarth Railway appeared in the 
Gazette on February 25, 1878 and 
included the following: 

‘This new line of railway was 
opened on Wednesday. During 
Tuesday and Tuesday night the 
officials of this company were 
kept busy in completing the 
necessary arrangements, and so 
succesful were they that the 
opening passed off without a hitch 
or delay of any kind. 

‘The road over the railway,

West House, the station and the 
platform were gay with flags of all 
countires and colours. To enliven 
the proceedings, the band of the 
Penarth Rifles had been specially 
engaged, and just before the time 
advertised for starting the first 
train, put in an appearance led by 
Seargent Instructor Parsons. 

‘The Penarth Artillery Band 
under the leadership of Mr Paul 
Draper also attended. Both bands 
accompanied the train to Cardiff 
and back. The first train left 
Penarth at 7.35 and about that time 
the platform became crowded 
with a large number of people who 
intended to accompany it on its 
first journey. 

‘A still much larger number 
congregated on the bridge over the 
railway, from which standpoint 
they had a good view of the line 
and platform. 

‘With Taff Vale Railway 
punctuality, the train consisting of 
five carriages was set in motion. 
The engine driver resigned his 
post for the time being in favour of 
Mr R Forrest, agent of the 
Windsor estate, who as 
representative of Lord Windsor, 
thus had the honour of driving the 
first passenger train from Penarth 
to Cardiff. 

‘Penarth Dock station was 
reached by 7.40 and Cardiff by 
7.50. The train left Cardiff for the 
return journey at 8.30 and arrived 
at Penarth at 8.45. On alighting 
the passengers at the instigation of 
Mr DT Alexander gave three 


cheers for the success of the new 
railway, and three cheers for Mr 
Forrest, to whose exertions much 
of the success attending the 
completion of the line is due. 

‘The following officials 
attended the opening - Messrs J 
Hurman, traffic superindendant, J 
Edwards, E Edwards, J Riches, 
Leyshon and E Strange of the Taff 
Vale Railway, and Mr Allen of the 
Great Western Railway. The Rev 
C Parsons, the rector, and a large 
number of gentlemen and 
tradesmen of the place 
accompanied the train, which was 
run free. 

‘The guard was Richard 
Carpenter and the engine driver, 
Daniel Thomas. A banquet in 
honour of the event, which a large 
number of gentlemen attended 
was given at the Penarth Hotel in 
the evening and to this agents of 
the Windsor Estate and the 
officials of the Taff Vale Railway, 
who had assisted in the opening of 
the line were invited.’ 

The line to Penarth was 
doubled a few years later - the 
station expended to no fewer than 
four platforms on the opening of 
the line to Lavemock, Sully and 
Cadoxton in 1887 (plus a fifth - 
excursion platform). 

In addition facilities were made 
for goods, carriages and 
locomotives. Now Penarth station 
has but one platform, but trains 
every 15 minutes throughout the 
day.

“A mark of his commitment to 
Bridgend Athletic, is returning from a 
career-threatening injury at the age of 
37 to retain his position in the first 
team.
